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Tur late alarm of Invaſion, which induced our Fellow-Citizens to 
appoint us a Committee to act for them has happily ſubſided. The 


ALmrcnTy ſtretched forth his Arm, and protected the Land. 


SITVATED as we were, we had an opportunity of witneſſing among 
all ranks of the People firm adherence to our benign Sovereign, and zealons 
attachment to our Country; which, as Danger approached, were invi— 
gorated and augmented, It appeared, that oe Soul actuated all, and 
every Arm united in the common cauſe. Thus this Country availed it- 
ſelf of a great occaſion to diſplay the fidelity of its diſpoſition, . and the 
magnanimity of its principles. 


Is the general contemplation of thoſe who diſtinguiſhed themſelves, 
we ſcarcely know how to particulariſe, or where to ſtop. 


Tre conduct of the Peaſantry deſerves the higheſt approbation. Their 
abhorrence ſtrongly manifeſted againſt the common Enemy—their hearty 
and hoſpitable aid afforded to the Troops on their march furniſh unequi- 
vocal proofs of their Loyalty, and give them additional claims to the fa- 
vor and protection of the opulent and powerful. 


Tur Corps of Yeomen ſtand eminently conſpicuous. Their vigilance 
and exertion, their zeal and ſervices excite our warmeſt approbation, and 
entitle them to our ſincereſt gratitude. 


Tur good order, alacrity, and ardor, that pervaded and animated our 
Regular and Militza Forces, render them objects of honorable and grateful 
recollection in this Country; and we truſt, will recommend them to the 


particular favor of their Sovereign.

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Tur conſtant, ſpirited, and ſucceſsful exertions of Vice-Admiral 
Kingsmill, and the ſquadron under his command, deſerve our warmeſt 
approbation.

our Treaſurer's hands, to provide for future contingencies, or finally to be 
applied to ſuch uſes, as ſhall be judged moſt conducive to the public 
welfare. | 


Brok the Committee conclude their Report, they deem it their 
duty to obſerve, how neceſſary to the proſperity of a Country is Public 
Credit : to this, in a great meaſure, may be attributed the Induſtry, Wealth. 
and Power of our Siſter-Kingdom. In this country on the apprehenſion 
of danger, pecuniary confidence droops ; Individuals too anxious to ſave 
themſelves, weaken their ſecurity by adopting meaſures that tend to ge- 
neral Ruin,—The Landed, Commercial, and Manufacturing Intereſt muſt 
riſe or ſink together: they reſt on the ſame baſis.—Public Credit, 
which is ſupported, animated, and extended through the medium of 
Paper Currency, repreſenting much more property than the ſpecie of theſe 
Kingdoms can be ſuppoſed to equal. That Paper Currency well re— 
gulated, and prudently iſſued, is the ſource of Speculation, the main ſinew 
of Trade, and the invigorating arm of Manufactures ; ſhould we endea- 
vour to ſtop that ſource, or to pally the vital principles of national Proſ- 
perity by ſudden preſſure, or by a rude and ill-direted blow, we commit 
political ſaicide. The conſequences at beſt muſt be langour, depreciation, 
and decay in all the exertions of labour and induſtry. Other Countries 
taking the advantage of ſuch imbecility, woald not only rival us in foreign 
Markets, but glut our own with their various productions, until they 
ſhould extract all the ſpecie hoarded in the coffers of puſillanimous Dit- 
truſt, or ſhort-ſighted Avarice. If public Credit had not been ſuſtained, 
and Capital multiplied and diffuſed, we apprehend, the Rentals of this 
Kingdom, within theſe fiftcen years, would not have been fo conſiderably 
encreaſed. The check lately given in the Country to Paper Currency. 
has already operated to depreſs the price of many articles of its produce. 
Were that unfortunately to continue, a fall in the price of Land muſt 
be the inevitable conſequence. It is farther to be obſerved, tha: in pro- 
portion as Trade diminiſhes, Revenue falls; of which to ſupply the defi- 
cicney, the ultimate reſort muſt be to the Land. 


As tlie alarm has ccaſed, where Security is undeniable, and Integrity 
unqueſtionable, we truſt, that to reſtore confidence and revive Public 
Credit, will appear equally important to the Landed as to the Commer- 
cial Intereſt. We therefore cheriſh the animating hope, that the united 
and ſincere efforts of both will inſtantly be directed to this ſalutary object.
